I RELIGION AND CAPITALISM. I 

A religions newspaper makes the assertion: That modem materialism has 
degraded the woikiotfmen (o machines, and that “godless Bodalltm" is now pro¬ 
ceeding to lower them to ^'bmte beasts." 

It goes without saying that this pious paper It fuDdsmeDtally wrong. 

Mntenallstlc LlberalUm la far fmen haring degraded human beings sod 
workingmen to mariilnes: although It made them tbe servants of machines sod 
strives on one band to Juatify this degradation of tbe woikingmen effected by so¬ 
dal condhloiM; while oo the other band it seeks to blind the workingman to bit 
degradation to a machine, by means of all sorts of vested rights and privileges, 
leges. 

Bocialiam, bowerer, wilt free tbe workingman from the weakness snd wretch¬ 
edness of bis degradatioo. and make him « ^AN once more, while it will trans¬ 
form Into a servant tbe machine which today is his master. 

It is the cspitslistic mode of production which has degraded tbe working¬ 
man to a living appendage of the machine, and compelled him to sacrifice his 
human dignity to cspitaHatic profit. 

Bnt religion or Irreligioo has nothing to do with it. Tbe capitaliatic metboil 
of productioD agrees Just as well with Judaism as with the CHiinese religion. It 
fits to Cbristianit;,* as to materialistic libetall«n. We have never heard of any 
church or any religious body that has condemned capitalism, or the production of 
surplus value and profit at the expense of tbe weH-Cbelng of the laboring date, 
as iireliffious and locompatible with the creed. 

However bitterly Jews. Cbriatiaos, bratbeDs and free-thinkers may contend 
together on matters of faith, their social faith (if they beloag to tbe upper cUv) 
is the same. It coiMusts in this one artid*-. that the capitalistic form of six-iety 
is the best we esn bare, and tbe only one which has any right to existence?* 

The majority of people w’bo lire by tbe labor of tbe tnaiiHes and who tberc^ 
fort have participated in tbe degradatiou of the workingmeu. and yet feel quite 
(-omfortablo and Matisfied, belong to some reilgiouH Isuly or church. But f>t*en 
those W’bo are fretMbtnkers or a<lh4*rents of materisliHtic lilieralism obey tbe 
name sodal lawa which control all capitalistic soidety. They innke all they*can 
out of their workmen, just like tbe Christiamr ami Jews. 

Surplus vslue and pri^t have nothing to do W'lth religions doghta, for the?' 
tit in well with any of those creeds. 

And that cannot be toy other way. 

liCt ns lake a MOST CHKISTIAN cupiiHlisl. for iostaniv. If be expectSs 
n return from bis capital on which he can live, he must invest it profitably. 
Let us stii^MMO that be invests it in railw ay Mock, which pays him good dividendn. 
or in a factory which yields him a iVYoidtlcnible profit, or in s bunness which 
beings him in a i-onsiderable gain. Workimm are cvintiniially necessary to work 
with the capital and produce tbe Knrplus value which the copitaHst receives as div¬ 
idends. profit, gain, ground rent and so on to hia heart’s content. Workmen 
must be made use of so that tbe cai^tal may not only remain intact but incrtmsi^ 
and furnish the owner with an income. 

But the c'onditionH under which tbe workm<-u are made n.se of are not creat- 
e<l by the individual capitalist or empl<oer, bnt by the state of tbe labor market, 
and the general conditloos of production. .\tid the ro«»st Christian <*mplo?'er can 
pay no more than the heathen, the free-thinker or tbe Jew. 

I^t us supfMMe that a philanthropic nunufactun-r should pay bis workmen 
mudi higher wages and insure them other favorable conditions of labor which 
they do not hare in other places. What would be the incritable consequence? The 
good man wonld no longer be a match for competition, ard he would soon—very 
soon, too—see before him the alterDStive, either to piiy b*« workmen as badly as 
his competitors pay theirs, or wind np bis buidncsw. 

It is capitalism which prmcribes conditions in our present society. To these 
conditions even the individnal capitalist or employer is subjected, whatever may 
be his own private inclination. Capitaliisfl rompvHs tbe caidtaHst to be erne! snd 
brutal. Capitalism roake.i out of workmen tbe living appendages of macbimK. 

But SOCIALISM, the aim of which i« the ABOLITION of CAPITALISM, 
will make tbe laborer a man once more. How? By withdrawing capital from 
individual control and making it the common profs'iiy of the whole people?* By 
makiiq: society master of Its social m**ans of existence and tbns giving it u 
chance to fit the productions of goods toils nccesmties. instead of fitting its ne- 
cesraties to the despotism of capital. By freeing the capitalist from tbe necessity 
of l>eiDg a tyrant to his workmeo, and the workmen from the seoessity of sell¬ 
ing tbcmselres to the capitalist for starvation wag<>e and sacrificing tfarir human 
dignity to capitalist.profit. 

And the good (Kristian paper calU this aim of the Socialists the lowering it( 
men to the level of bnile beasts! 

Ye iHous humbugs, consider the horrible conditions under which thousands and 
tens of taonsands of our fellow men rot away in tbe midst of our "Christian civ 
iiizatioti," and then tell its, who has ground down t}iefs» wn-tebes to tbe level of 
l>eaKts. Only Socialism can help tfa(*Ht' unfortunates. Present society has nothing 
for them Imt .ibsgn.st and suspicion—tbe prisou and the gallows.

And while we ex¬ 
plain to tbe proletariat and to ev('r?'l>ody 
else that according to our light I><*roo- 
cratic Socialism must mark tbe next 
pham* of our civiiizotion. if civilization is 
to survive—we nl«o cxtdaiu that 8o<'lal- 
ism will not come as a heavenly gift or 
at any stated date.

As to fiiv contfoveray regarding »^-cood 
class mail matter, this paper has criti¬ 
cised the post.sl department very severe¬ 
ly. But we ought to bear tbe other side. 
Hie deficit in tbe postal department is 
DOW* about four million dollars annually. 
This deficit—so claim tbe postal authori¬ 
ties—would not only entirely disappt'ar. 
but the department wonld also have a 
large surplus which could be used for 
the extension of free mail delivery if it 
was not for tbe abuse of tbe ^o-called 
"s«‘Cond class" or "pound rate" mall mat¬ 
ter. Under the law, newspapers and 
p<Tiodica)s, when transmitted through tbe 
maiK are prepaid by tbe publishers at 
the uniform r.ite of one cent a pound. 
The amount of such matter now carried 
and dit»tributed by tbe service has grown 
to 1 k‘ (50 |H*r cent, of the whole volume 
<if the postal business. Yet less than 4 
per cent, of the government’s total In- 
ccmje is derived from second-class mat¬ 
ter. The )) 0 sIbI Uepartnieiit has proved 
that the pound-rate privilege is abused 
to an enormous extent, and that more 
than one-half of the printed matter is 
purely of an advertising or commercini 
nature--<*very larger commercial or pub¬ 
lishing house issuing a "paper" to adver¬ 
tise its goods or its books. Now there 
can Ih* 110 doubt that all of those do not 
lH*long in tbe field of legitimate journal¬ 
ism or periodical literature, and hundreds 
of such publications have been suppresiu'd 
of late—among them our own Milwau- 
k<*e A’orwaerta Library, which when we 
sift the thing to tbe bottom, could hard¬ 
ly U' rousidered a newspaper, and nei¬ 
ther can Kerr's Library in Chicago. But 
the way tbe th^rd assistant postmaster- 
general. Edwin C. Madden, w'ent at Ibis 
very necessary reform showe<l ignorance 
and much animus against the labor move¬ 
ment. Madden also took aw'ay the aec- 
iin<l-e)ass mail privilege from Wilshire’s 
mugazinu bi'cause it was used as a me¬ 
dium to advertise II. Gaylord Wilshlre, 
ami he (Madden) made a complete ass 
of himself when he tried to show that tbe 
Kub.scription list of the Appeal to Reason 
was largely fictltions. But otherwise it 
only fair to say that there were, hun¬ 
dreds of capitaliitic advertising publlcs- 
tiODs suppressed for every single Soclal- 
iit or trades union i>apc‘r that was both¬ 
ered at ail. With tne exception of Wil- 
idiire's Magazine—Wilsbire mado no bold 
tight, but went to Canada ss a martyr— 
not u single ^cialist paper lost its sec- 
oud‘cls88 mail privilege. And it goes 
without saying, that if tbe postal aothor- 
itiei wanted to hit tbe. Socialist press for 
its opinions, they would single ont such 
thoroughly cla»s conscious and clear-cut 
Socialist papers aa tbe Social Democratic 
Herald, the Worker and the Workers’ 
C’all to begin with—not to mention the 
Ansrebist organs like John Most's Frei- 
heit and Isaak's Free Society, which all 
enjoy the second-class mail privilege.* 
StilL eternal vigilance is the price of 
liberty, and the recent outcry made by tbe 
l^ialist press and Socialists all over the 
country in defense of Wilshlre and Wey- 
land did some good. Bnt stronger Inflo- 
eacee are at work against Edwin C. Mad¬ 
den. T^ recent attempts of the postal 
department to enforce a more rigid clasai- 
fication has caused a good deal of fri^ 
tioD among nnmerons mannfacturen and 
business men. Hiey are up in arms 
arJ^BBt Madden, aud that be has also 
tried to bother a few Socialist publlca- 
tiona will not aave him. Hia goose ia 
cooked.

A remarkable dinner was that in hon¬ 
or of the woman who had charge of tbe 
Porto Rico exhibit at tbe I'an-American 
exposition. It was servetl to ten people 
at a cemt of $100 a plate. One of the 
dishes—bartch a la polonaise—was the 
Polish national inup. a dish that takea 
six days to prepare. Much of that time 
is consumed in making ready the stock. 
This ia done by fermenting tbe juice of 
red beets, which gives the rich crimaoD 
tint to tbe finished soup. Into this is 
introduced the following extraordinary 
comlUnatioo: Fresh pork, Frankfurter 

usagbs. knuckle^ of veal. iN'cf, ducks, 
cabbages, mushrooms, carrots, etc. 

Another and decidedly new dish at 
this dinner—crosnes du Japan sautee au 
beurre—wai made fr<iiu a new tuber Im¬ 
ported from France, but originally grown 
in Japan. This somewhat resembler. tbe 
oyster plant in apiK'aniuce, and in flavor 
suggests both celery and artichokes. Fil¬ 
lets of young bear and a salade Komaine 
et coers d'artiebauts were other fea- 
tur(*s. This salad retjutred an enormous 
number of French artichokes, as only tbe 
hearts were ustd, Herded with rum in 
Roman salad fashion. 

Imujeuse seedlesM Kugliib botbous^ 
graiies sttH-ped in Maraschino aud served 
iu tiny shells of ice were another deli¬ 
cacy. Boneless quail were also served, 
stuffed with pate de foie gras. The 
birds were first turned inside out and the 
bones extracted: then. InHng returned, 
the birds were filbd with the livers. Tbe 
ices appeared in the shelis of land turtles. 
Ooe of tbe wines ustni was tbe last of 
its vintage, Thorudyke No. 7, 180(1. and 
at $2U a bottle added mateiially to the 

bill of COStH. 

Tbe menu cards at this feast were au¬ 
tumn leaves—oak leaves—with tbe names 
printed in gold. Tbe other cards were 
of birch bark, the moss and lichen being 
left on the back. Tbe table was hewn 
from a block of wood aud the top was 
left uncovered, save for the centerpiece 
of moss and green orchids. Imbedded iu 
the moss and flowers were tioy electric 
lights, and those electric lights bloomed 
all over the room and furnished the 
only light. 

The fiof*r of the room—the Empire 
room at Delmonico’s—was spread with 
moss and iK-attereu with autumn leaves, 
and its aides were Hoed with pine trees, 
while the ('eiliug was overlaid with vioes 
and interlacing brunches, so that the 
place seemed a woodland glade. The 
bain:, which were constructed of the 
branches of birch trees, were taken 
away as souvenirs.—New York Hmes.
